“First—Because 1 was 111 at the time, 
and because the act Imperiled iny life. 

‘Second—Because I have committed no 
offense against the Government of France 
and the authorities of Martinique during 
the (line that I was permitted to remum 
on that Island; and. 

Finally, because the decree of expulsion 
which orders my deportation out of 
French territory compels me to lake pas¬ 
sage aboard a vessel which will again 

land me on French territory.

Gov Campbell called 
the lawmakers to meet to-morrow for a 
second special session, submitting as leg¬ 
islation the matter of appropriations for 
ihe State government for the next two 
>ears and the enactment of a law for 
the protection of bank deposits. In a spe¬ 
cial message to the Legislator*, the Gov¬ 
ernor scored the Legislature for failure 
to enact platform demands 

"Your regular session of sixty days 
was expensive and of Tittle value to the 
people.' says the Governor. 

"Not a single platform demand was en¬ 
acted Into law; one was defeated, ar.d 
you adjourned without ©vgr considering 
the appropriation bill, whereupon tit** 
1ohb> applauded, and It t* not strange 
that >ou tecelved through the newspaper* 
the felicitations of the chairman of the 
Republican Executive Committee In this 
State. 

"Altogether, your honorable bodies have 
been In continuous regular and called ses¬ 
sions since January 13. It will hardly be 
denied that everything that has been 
done in the way of legislation by the reg¬ 
ular or called sessions could have been 
done In ten days, and then the appioprla- 
tlon pill could have been considered and 
passO," 

Th# message recites at length what the 
Governor has sought to be enacted Into 
lews, with especial emphasis upon the 
bank guaranty law. the failure to enact 
which he severely condemn*.

A fortunate shift of wind saved the pub¬ 
lic library and the fashionable Curtis Ho¬ 
tel. In the hotel there were severul Easter 
parties from New York and Boston 

The loss of life occurred In the Clifford 
building, where the blase started, and re¬ 
sulted primarily from a scries of explo¬ 
sions among the turpentine, paints, oils 
and dynamite stored In the cellar of the 
James Clifford 3c Sons Co., hardware 
dealers. 

The fire was discovered by George Root, 
who lived with his mother and brother 
In the upper story of the Clifford building, 
a three-story structure, shortly after I 
o'clock this morning.

The entrance to tho French line piers 
was guarded by police and no one was 
permitted to enter except those who were 
directly connected wdth the transference 
of the former President. Some difficulty 
was experienced In hoisting the litter 
aboard, sml for a moment Castro was 
in peril of falling out. 

The stretcher was set down In one of 
the cabins, and Castro st once declared 
that the room was too small and de¬ 
manded that he be transferred to an¬ 
other cabin. He was promised that a 
change would he made during the voyage. 

In saving farewell to his brother he 
waved his hand and exclaimed. Good¬ 
bye for the moment." 

The Versailles immediately slipped her 
cables and started on the voyage. 

Mny Remain In France, 

Paris. April 1L—The return of Castro 
la not regarded here as of great Import¬ 
ance. tiie principal object of the French 
Government being to prevent the use of 
French territory a* the headquarters for 
.1 revolutionary movement and a cam¬ 
paign by Castro to recapture hi* lost 
power in Venezuela There will be no op¬ 
position modo to bis landing or even to 
his remaining In France, providing he 
lives peaceably. It is regarded, however, 
as more likely that Castro will disembark 
at Snniander. where he will try to char¬ 
ter a ship 

The Paris newspapers In general are In¬ 
different to Castro’s expulsion. Thr 
Journal, however, condemns as unprece¬ 
dented the harsh measures token in the 
case of the former President of Venezuela, 
saying that In the post persons who were 
ordered deported have always been gt\©n 
a reasonable time In which to choose their 
destinations. The paper declares that 
added reverses will only serve to gain 
sympathy for Castro. 

Means To Land In Airship. 

New York, April 11.—According to ad¬ 
vices received here to-day by partisans of 
former President Castro, of Venezuela, 
one of the plans under consideration by 
rhe now exiled JTesidon* was the landing 
on Venezuelan territory from an airship. 
The story as It comes credit# Otatro with 
the intention of establishing a ha** of op. 
er&tlona at Port of Spain. Trinidad, from 
which point the expedition via airship 
was to have been made. 

From the same source It appears that 
Castro's plans were to return to Vene¬ 
zuela on May 23 next. 

Barred From Danish West Indies. 

Copenhagen. April 11.—The Government 
has Instructs the Governor of the Danish 
West Indies under no circumstance* to 
permit former President Castro to iand 
tn that territory. These Instructions were 
Issued In response to a cablegram from 
the colonial officials Inquiring os to what 
measures they should take tn the event 
of Castro's attempting to take up hts res¬ 
idence at any of these ports.

ASSOCIATION HOUSE SAVED. 


Mayfield. Ky . April 11.—(8perlat.)—May- 
field suffered another disastrous fire this 
morning In the tobacco district. The loss 
Is the heaviest that the city has had for 
several years. Four large tobacco hams 
In the western part Of the city were 
completely destroyed ami they were well 
filled with tobacco. Most of It was loose 
and In bulk, while about forty or fifty 
hogsheads were burned. The loss Is al¬ 
most totat, there being only a email 
amount of salvage. The loss will reach 
about $35,000. with only $27,000 Insurance. 

The fire started in the boiler-room of 
Lewis & Gordon's rehandling house, and 
was first discovered about 2 o'clock. This 
barn was soon consumed, when tlic (lames 
spread rapidly to th© next ham. that of 
Dick Waldrop, then to the barn of James 
bherriU and then to the American Snuff 
Company's rehandling house. Had the 
wind been blowing at the rate that it had 
l>*en In the fore imrt of the night all of 
the tobacco district would have been de¬ 
stroyed and }the lose would have been 
enormous. 

An extra storage-house, filled with as¬ 
sociation tobacco, narrowly missed going 
up with the rest The walls were badly 
scorched and It wss only by hard work 
of the fire department and volunteers 
that it was saved. 

The fire I* not attributed to night rldeta. 
It is supposed to have caught In the 
boiler-room of Lewis A Gordon*# bam 
from fire left In the furnace when they 
dosed Saturday afternoon.

Un¬ 
der the impact' of the maw of ice from 
the take above and the added floods 
brought down by the wind, the tyldge 
gave wav and began to surge down tne 
rapids But before It could win freedom 
In the ample waters of Lake Ontario, the 
wind shifted again to the north Instant¬ 
ly the moving floes packed at the mouth 
of the rlvei.

LETTER FROM MR. ROOSEVELT 


Washington. April 11.—The regents of 
the National Academy of Art, believing 
the time is now ripe for such a move¬ 
ment. l«ave taken the Initiative in the 
formation of a National Federation of 
Art Institutions, art societies, municipal 
and village improvement aoclelles, and all 
other associations which are Intended to 
improve the appearance of material 
tilings, and to cultivate the public taste. 
The object of such a federation Is co¬ 
operation and mutual encouragement tn 
the work In which each society happens 
to bo engaged Former President Roose¬ 
velt. who took a d*vp Interest In the sub¬ 
ject. described the object of the federa¬ 
tion In a letter to Ellhu Root, a short time 
before lie left the White House, suylng: 

“I um gratified to know that you are 
taking an active Interost tn the move¬ 
ment to organize a National Federation 
of Art and shall watch th© progress of 
tha movement with sympathy 1 shall 
do alWl can to promote it because 1 be¬ 
lieve ^irh an organization can be made 
very effective for good. It will encour¬ 
age our native artists; It will aid in the 
establishment of galleries and school* 
or art, It will promote the work of mu¬ 
nicipal art leagues and village improve¬ 
ment associations; It w|Jl encourage high¬ 
er standards of architecture for our pub¬ 
lic edifices, our business block# and our 
homes, und also do much to cultivate the 
public taste." 

President Taft feels the same interest 
In the movement and will give It his cor¬ 
dial encouragement. 

Invitations are being sent to all asso¬ 
ciation* and Institutions that are Inter¬ 
ested in art and art education snd kindred 
subjects to send delegates to a conven¬ 
tion to be held at the New Willard Hotel 
In Washington on May 11.

Meats and Claiming Excessive 
Damages For Injuries. 


Washington. April 11.—The prartlce of 
overvaluing dresoed beef transported and 
of using such overvaluation as a basis for 
claims against railroad companies when 
the beef Is Injured or destroyed In transit, 
must be sloppy ,j at one*, according to a 
decision reached by Attorney General 
Wlckersham as the result of an Investiga¬ 
tion made becaute of complaint# made 
am-Inst on* of th* lnrg* beef-packing com¬ 
panies of Chicago. These complaints al¬ 
leged that the company had placed a ficti¬ 
tious value on dressed beef claimed to 
have been Injured or destroyed In transit 

The Attorney General has Informed the 
company that It must stop thl* practice, 
and has suggested to tha Interstate Com¬ 
merce Commission that It Issue an order 
prescribing the character of Inv*#tlgaiion 
to be mode by railroad* of all claims for 
damage* or loss of property during trans¬ 
portation. 

The Attorney General says the com¬ 
plaints and Investigations show that th© 
calculated cost prJce of Injured or de¬ 
stroyed dressed beef "Is In excess of the 
actual co«t price. t*ecanse no allowance Is 
mode for tne large profits realised from 
the sale of the hides and other valuable 
by-products, and the facta disclosed by 
the Investigation show that the dressed 
beef, even when marketed without any 
damage, rarely if ever brings the amount 
fixed by your company a# It# cost price."

Members of the Finance Commit tot 
have discussed their proceedings wltti 
greater freedom than ever before In the 
history of tariff legislation. Senator Aid- 
rich asserted to-nTght that 75 per cent, 
of articles used by all the people had 
been reduced and that the free list had 
been lengthened to an extent that would 
be surprising to everybody. The mem¬ 
bers of the committee have done their 
best to make their recommendations 
popular, and they predicted to-night that 
their efforts would be appreciated 

In placing a large number of articles 
on the free list and In reducing duties on 
many others, It has been found neces¬ 
sary to Increase materially ths duties on 
many luxuries In order to produce neces¬ 
sary revenues. Thc Payne bill Increased 
materially the rates on brandy, alcohol, 
gin. grain spirits, cordials and liquors, 
but made practically no Increase on 
chatnpugnes and still wines The Senate 
Committee has decided upon an Increase 
amounting tu about 25 per cent, above 
existing rates on wines of all kinds and 
has made Increases above the Payne bill 
on other spirits. 

No announcement was made as to the 
annum of additional revenue which these 
Increases will produce. A number of oth¬ 
er articles, regarded as luxuries, have 
been Increased, and the tariff experts feel 
confident that the bill will produce as 
much revenue as Is needed. All of the

Taking out th© countervailing proviso 
for lumber and for petroleum, two amend¬ 
ments made by th© House, means a lost 
opportunity to Increase th© revenu©# by 
several million dollars.

BROTHER KILLED BY DILGER. 


From the effects of a blow over the 
head delivered by a negro on Christmas 
day. 1893, Qua Rosenberg who for twen¬ 
ty-six years was a member of the Louis¬ 
ville police department, died taat night 
at the Central Kentucky Insane Asylum 
at Lakeland, of which Institution he had 
been an Inmate for fourteen year* 
Roaenburg was th* policeman who ar¬ 
rested liarry Sm.vr;. who wa* convicted 
of the murder of Meaner Grren and Julia 
Ward, and who was hanged* from the 
same scaffold with Charles UUger who 
killed Joe Rosenberg. brother of Qua 
Rosenberg. and another policeman. 

Qua Rosenberg wa* 53 year* of age. and 
a native of Louisville. Me was the uncle 
of Joseph Selilgman. County Attorney, 
and Alfred silllgman. He to survived by 
his wife and one son. Alvin R 0 . 1 ?"£££*»• 
employed by the Louisville Lighting 
Company, who live at «4» bouth Pres- 
ton street- Two brothers. Isaac Rosen¬ 
berg. of Bardstown. and Jake Rosenberg, 
of New York, and one sister. Mrs. Isadora 
Frey, of New York, also survive

Blow Costs Reason. 


Gus Rosenberg received the blow which 
cost him lit* reason and finally resulted 
In his death while In tt»e performance of 
hla duly as a policeman. There was an 
ordinance In effect at the lime against the 
explosion of firearm* within the city 
limits. The negro. John W>,ods. had Just 
celebrated Christmas by firing off an old 
musket- When Rosenberg attempted to 
arrest him the negro u*ed the stock of 
tile gun as a club and struck the police 
* officer a terrific blow over the head, frac¬ 
turing Iris skull 

For weeks Rosenberg hovered between 
Hie and death. When be finally recovered, 
apparently, he wa* given a position in the 
l.ealth Department under Dr. White. Two

WEEDS MUST ALSO BE CUT. 


New Orleans. April 11.—The entire South 
has notified the festive mosquito and the 
ubiquitous house fly that they are unde¬ 
sirable citizens and that under no circum¬ 
stances will they be permitted to reside 
in or frequent the Inhabited communities. 
But th* authorities have nut been aa-tla- 
fled with declarations. Not ‘much. They 
have not forgotten the leason taught tueni 
In 1906, when the yellow fever came. 

So. all over the South, In the smaller 
villages, n* well as In the bigger cities, 
the health authorities are opening an 
early campaign against the disseminator* 
of all the deadly diseases, the mosquito 
and the house fly It has 
*trated that the mosquito Is not th* onl> 
disease spreader. He. or she. does spread 
yellow fever, but the house fly h** m b©* n 
tried and convicted of the crime of dis¬ 
seminating malaria, typhoid f eV ^r 
several other diseases, no less 

Under th* direction of Dr. J. 3. « hit*, 
the famous Marine Hospital surgeon, who 
fought and whipped the yellow fever In 
1906. a regular set of laws and precaution# 
have been devised. These are practically 
the same In all the Southern cltica and 
States.

War Against Disease Breeders. 

To begin with all tanks of water, cis¬ 
terns or vessels which hold water or 
which might be filled with water after u 
ruin, must be covered and screened wl h a 
serpen of nl b’dat #'5ghte«n meshes uf 
wire to tho inch. Standing water on lots 
or « omlnont Is not permitted All shallow 
lols must bo drained and kept dry. or 
th#- owner I* subject to a severe penalty. 
All stable* must have receptacle* ter re^ 
fuse and thl* refuse must be removed 
each week. Where there are larg^ 
ral bodies of water, which it is ImpostoMc 
to drain, the surface must be disinfected 
and oiled at frequent and regular Inter¬ 
val*. Even the water used In the sprink¬ 
ling, carts Is heavily charged with th* 
strongest disinfectants.

Take Every Precaution, 


But the authorities do not stop even 
here. They go Into the restaurants, cat**, 
butcher shops, dairy depots and bakeries. 
Thev force the proprietors to screen th*-ir 
premia** with copper screens and to 
seteen the receptacle* in which food U 
kept and prepared. 

In the public and parochial achools the 
teachers regularly and Insistently Impress 
upon the children th* danger of contami¬ 
nation and the necessity of obeying the 
rules laid down by the health authorities. 
Thl* not only Insures care on the part of 
the next generation, but the children are 
gradually Instructing and converting thelt 
parents to a belief in the great doctrine 
of sanitation 

Of course, lo th* cltlea. & regularly or¬ 
ganized force of sanitary police enforce 
the laws. In the smaller cities the health- 
preserving rules are looked alter by staff 
officers.

Systems of Defense. 


Tn connection wit hthls campaign It le 
Interesting to note that those years In 
which a vigorous and careful campaign 
was waged against these winged pests 
showed a greatlv decreased death rate 
end a most comforting and encouraging 
decrease in the number of deadly dis¬ 
eases 

Several of the larger cities have strin¬ 
gent anti-weed ordinance*, which make It 
a crime to permit the growth of weeds 
under penalty of fine and Imprisonment 
In some places the w#*eds must be cut 
when five Inches toll, in others, greater 
latitude Is nermltted. 

Th* boards of health In one city ex¬ 
change Ideas with others, and thus a uni¬ 
form system of defense against disease Is 
being gradually worked out.

How strange and varied was his ca¬ 
reer; how chequered and unconven¬ 
tional. Born in Italy flv© and fifty 
I years ago. Francis Marltfh Crawford’s 
education was eminently such as to fit 
him for the career'he traced out for 
himself. As a youth French and Latin 
were na his native tongues, and his 
training which, beginning at Concord, 
N. H.. was completed at Trinity Col¬ 
lege. Cambridge, at Heidelberg. Karls¬ 
ruhe and Rome, was precisely such as 
to qualify him for hi* future work. 
After leaving college he went to British 
India and there edited a paper, return¬ 
ing to the United State* In 1380 to en¬ 
ter Harvard as a special student In 
Sanskrit. Then It was that he be¬ 
gan as author with that strungely 
fascinating romance. "Mr. Isaacs," 
whose success was immediately fol¬ 
lowed by "Dr. Claudius" and by that 
notable series of tales of Italian life, 
whose vogue has been great and whose 
rapidity of production so amazing. In 
addition to these, he was an ardent 
apd accomplished student of medieval 
literature and archaeology In the highly 
specialised field of which the Italian 
Renaissance and the earlier manifesta¬ 
tions pf an age of culture and classical 
research offer so splendid and profuse 
a mass of unclassified material. The 
work which was to enshrine the fruit 
of his observation and erudition baa 
been left in a fragmentary condition, 
four volumes being complete and the 
remainder in such shape as to encour¬ 
age the hope that It may be given to the 
public by another hand.

EASTER TRUTH 


Brought Home To Hearers 
by Dr. Aquilla Webb. 


PRESENTS MANY PROOFS OF ITS 
VALIDITY. 


HEART’S ARGUMENT CONSID¬ 
ERED BY HIM THE BEST. 


ADDRESSES LARGE AUDIENCE. 


"The Heart * blaster Argument" was 
the subject of an appropriate sermon de¬ 
livered by the Rev. Dr. Aquilla Webb at 
Warren Memorial Presbyterian church 
yesterday my ruing Ha spoke as fol¬ 
lows: 

"There are many way* of approach 
to the theme of the resurrection. Per¬ 
haps the most natural method of bring¬ 
ing one where hr may feel the force of 
Easter truth Is the rational one. We 
see quickly and easily lessons which ap¬ 
peal to our reasons. And the Easter 
truth has many proofs of Its validity. 

"There Is the illustration from nature 
by analogy, although me argument from 
nature Is Aot conclusive, it is wonderfully 
suggestlvo of the resurrection. Thai) 
there are the cumulative proofs front the 
Scripture, both from the testimony of 
friends and enemies, their method* of 
precdure, so that the greatest critics 
inen who are disinterested, have said 
that they are as strong as could he made, 
and should he satisfactory to the mind 
of any fair Inquirer, it would be inter¬ 
esting and edifying this morning to come 
to the open sepulchre fft»m till* side of 
It. But a* we approach.-d the tomb 
through that aspect of thought lost 
Easter It may be helpful to come by way 
of another approach this morning 

"Right In the midst of Paul’s rational¬ 
istic argument of the burying of the 
corn that It may live again, he places 
another argument—the argument of the 
affections, or ’the argument of the heart.' 
The appeal to the heart Is found in the 
words of the text: Tf Christ be not risen, 
then they which are fallen asleep In 
Christ are perished.’ Stated In another 
way. It 1* thl*. 'If the highest life be 
extinguished, what has become of your 
dead? If Christ be not risen, then It Is 
useless for you even to hope of ever see¬ 
ing your loved once again!’ 

"This Is an appeal to the Interests of 
humau love, an appeal to the highest 
faculty of the soul, an appeal to which 
we mutt make glad response 

"We are all grateful to Paul for hie 
profound arguments In rcg. r l to the 
resurrection, for the reason ;* u great 
help to the heart; but to my utlnd this 
heart argument of Paul's for the resur¬ 
rection Is the strongest so far as the ap¬ 
plication of the truth to our live* Is con¬ 
cerned. It seems that Paul gave his 
analogy of nature by way of the reason 
In order to bring ue to this point where 
he could make the application. 

• » i 

Heart Wisdom. 

"We do Paul a great Injustice when 
we emphasise too strongly his intellect 
as the thing which characterizes him. 
He himself did not place the emphasis 
there. He speaks again and again of 
the wisdom of this world as foolishness 
when compared with heart wisdom. And 
when be does use his Incomparable logic 
and unapproachable reasoning It Is al¬ 
ways In some way like this—to get the 
heart to believe and receive. 

‘'Place, If you please, the two side by 
side for an Instant and you will mark 
the distinction. By the analogy of nature 
ou will have little difficulty in t onvine - 
rig a man of the reasonableness of the 
resurrect loti; by the evidences of history 
—both Inside and outside the Bible—the 
mind of a fair inquirer will be convinced 
of the truthfulness of Christ’s resurrec¬ 
tion But what have you gained If the 
man simply believe* the fact In a cold 
intellectual way? What change has come 
Into the man’s life If the facts simply 
He In the intellect a* cold facts, adding 
only a fund of Information? The truth 
to avail anything must take hold of life, 
must vitalise Itself, must become heart- 
wisdom. Before electricity can be of any. 
use In the mechanical world there must 
be a point of contact. Before truth can 
avail anything, mighty as It is. there 
must be a point of contact with the 
heart. 

"When you present the argument of 
the heart, when you say, 'If Christ be 
not risen from the dead, then are your 
dead not raised;’ when you »ay. ’Father, 
if Christ be not raised from the dead, 
then It is useless for you to hope to »*-© 
your dead child again.’ or. ‘Wife. If 
Christ be not raised, then you will never 
see that believing husband again.’ or. 
•Daughter, son. If Christ be not raised 
you will never tee that sainted mother 
again.' you have made the argument 
which brings each one to accept the fact 
of the resurrection. 

"There Is something In thn being of 
each one which says *We can see them 
again.’ something Is touched which say* 
T must!* Thus the will Is brought tin- 


consciously to say 'Through God's help 
I win see them again ‘ That appeal to 
the Interest of human love Is Paul’s 
strongest argument. There Is something 
In It that appeals to me above all other 
arguments or facts, and It must appeal 
to you. 

• • • 

Natural Muainpt- 


"Now. what are some of the natural 
musing* of the heart In the light of this 
t*xt? Taking a heavenward look this 
Easter morning, the first thing the heart 
says, It must be so. because life Is only 
explainable In such a light. 

”W« come into mi* world and live. 
We go on a few years, making use of 
the ndYRiiUgi-g which come to us. Every 
year our life expands. By acquisition 
of knowledge, and by experience; by 
what we attain and by what we receive, 
our life grows larger each year. Our 
lives become better each year, more and 
more Ood helps us to And. receive, and 
to crowd out the bad by doing good. We 
are more to ouri’dves. and more to 
others. 

"But Just at the point when our life 
1* largest, when we hare come to under¬ 
stand best, when our hearts are the 
purest and most charltAble. when our 
possibilities for usefulness are greatest, 
whan the soul comes to harvest tlm* with 
all the ar< umulatlons of study and effort 
and life, then we lay down this life and 
leave It. Without another life before us, 
explain ll! Is that the end? The heart 
answers 'It cannot be.* 

"At the time w*e are most needed for 
counsel, for the sustenance of our fam¬ 
ilies. at the time when our affections are 
strongest, when we are bound to loved 
ones by the hand of time In weaving all 
the experiences of all Die years of one 
depending life upon another, tying us 
together, our tendrils reaching far and 
near, then-—when affection Is greatest, 
the most sacred, the most essential—then 
life Is tom from all Its moorings. Is that 
all the life Is for, to give It a fine prep¬ 
aration and then stop It? To make It 
great and then rut It off? To give It a 
great meaning and then blot If out? The 
heart answers ’It cannot be; It must 
not be.’ 

"The heart says, Instinctively, such 
growth needs a rluher toll. Is ready for 
a better atmosphere, a more favorable 
environment, and that I* why God took It.

“You remember tho heart argument of 
that mother In Ian MacLaren s ’Beside 
the Bonnie Brier Bush.’ The author 
writes of a boy named George, In whom 
the master In the school In the country 
discovered slumbering genius. He had a 
strong relish for the languages, and this 
pleased the master The parents were 
very poor, yst willing to sacrifice every¬ 
thing to keep the boy In school, then 
send him to college. The master Inter¬ 
ested Mmself to the extent of getting a 
little assistance to augment the amount 
the parents were able to save. The boy 
went from the school at Drumtochty to 
Edlnboro, followed by a [Scotch mother * 
praver that Ood would make a minister 
of her boy.

"A* we look upon things lying around 
ttt in the world of thought isncl In the 
world of matter through such notable 
books as 'Paley’a Evidences* and ’But¬ 
ler's Analogy* we see the order and de¬ 
sign of creation speaking unmistakably 
of a great Creator, everything around 
us being vocal with a silent language 
speaking of God.

"How Paul’s argument appeals to men! 
It finds Its way to the man deep In sin 
when reasoning by the Intellect would 
have no effect upon him. He may iiave 
given up all attendance In the church, 
no may have closed and laid away the 
family Bible, he may even go to haunts 
of sin and shame, still when he sees the 
crepe on the door, or hears the bell toll¬ 
ing from the church tower tilling that 
another life has ended, or see* the pro¬ 
cession wending Its way to the burial 
plAce. the question will not down. ‘How 
about that future of yours?* And the 
heart responds, *1 must arise and go to 
my Father so that I may see my child 
again.' It was such an argument, 
through Providence, that led David to 
become penitent, and say, *1 shall go to 
Him. but Ho cannot come to me.* 

•Infidelity may sear its conscience, and 
so deceive its reason ss to wipe out a 
rationalistic belief In the future, but It 
cannot get away from that Instinct which 
God hfis planted in the soul. The most 
pronounced Infidel of the age said a little 
over two years before his death: 'Wc 
love and those wc love die, and we cling 
to the hope, to the wish, that we may 
meot them again. Love was the first to 
dream of Immortality, and as long os we 
love wc shall hope. That IS love, the 
eternal part or'himself pleading for It¬ 
self. and to whose voice he I* compelled 
to listen in spite of himself. He say* 
still more: 'And all 1 can fay about Im¬ 
mortality Is this: There wua a time 
when 1 was not. after that I was. now 
1 nm. and It may be that It Is no more 
wonderful that I should continue forever, 
now that I have a start, than It was that 
I should begin ' 

"We add. no. not so wonderful, seeing 
we have a start It Is easier to believe 
that w* shall continue than It was for 
us to commence without any beginning.

Argument of Reason. 


“This last argument was the argument 
of reason, based upon the first argument 
of the heart. U I* all one could say. 
How could Ingersoll make such state 
meats, such arguments from the heart, 
and from tho head, and still by sheer 
force push Immortality from his whole 
nature, which pleaded so strongly for It 
It certainly was a confession which shook 
his foundation of sand. 

"Victor Hugo, that Frenchman with 
such a marvelous Intellect and such n 
warm h**nrt. the author of that romance, 
’Lea Miserable*’ — the greatest novel of 
history—was one© invited to a .dinner 
party of atheists. He was called upon 
to give an expression of fils faith In tho 
Infinite and In the tout's Immortality. 
Being Impromptu, lie expressed himself 
most naturally. 1 wish you knew bow 
much of hU statement sprang from the 
affection of his heart. A Frenchman who 
was present at that time says that 'Hugo 
at that time was a man of steel, with no 
sign of old age about him. but with h! 1 
the agility, the suppleness, the ease, tha 
grace of his best years.’ The speech of 
Hugo wa* ss follows: There are no oc¬ 
cult forces, there are only luminous 
forces. Occult fotvo is chaos, the luminous 
force is God. Man an Infinitely llttl* 
copy of God; this Is glory enough t 
man. 1 am n man. an Invisible atom, a 
drop In the ocean, a grain of sand on 
the shore. Little ns I am, 1 feel the 
Ood In me. because I * can also bring 
order out or chaos 1 make hobk* which 
are creations. I feel In myself the future 
Ilf*' 1 am like a forest which hpa been 
more than ones cut down—the new 
shoots are livelier than ever. I am ris¬ 
ing. I know, toward the sky, The sun¬ 
shine Is on my head. The earth gives 
ms the generous sap. but lights with 
the reflections of unknown worlds. You 
ssy the soul Is nothing hut the resultant 
of bodily powers? Why, then. Is the 
soul more luminous wh**n my bodily pow¬ 
ers begin to fall? Winter D on my head, 
but the eternal spring Is In my heart. 
There I breathe at this hour the fragrance 
of the lilacs, the violets, and the roses, 
as at twenty years ago. The nearer I 
approach the end the pTsIner I hear about 
me the Immortal symphonies of the 
worlds which Invite me. It Is marvelous. 

S et simple. It D a fairy tale, and It is 
istory. For half a centuryvl have been 
writing my thoughts In prose and verse- 
history, philosophy, drama, romance, tra¬ 
dition, satire, ode, song—I have tried all. 
But I feel that I have not said the thou¬ 
sandth part of m*hat Is In mo. When I 
go down to the grove I can soy, like 
mam* others. T have finished my day’s 
worg.' but 1 cannot say I hate finished 
my life. My day’s work will begin Again 
the next morning The tomb Is not a 
blind alley; It Is a thoroughfare; It closes 
on the twilight to open with the dawn.'

"There Is something In all of us which 
tells us a future must be. We wnnt to 
go on to completion, and wc feel that 
wo have not vet 'done the thousandth 
loirt of what D within us.' Our capaci¬ 
ties and capabilities have not vet un¬ 
folded. they hnve Just commenced to un¬ 
roll; the seed has Just commenced to 
germinate.

"Rather, the law of adaptation In the 
material and mental, arc stepping-stones 
God has set for the soul to walk up— 
to say to the heart: 'Now get faith 
enough to trust me; reach out and you 
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the man. The Image-seller looked jsur- 
prised. and then bis face clouded. *You 
told me once, long ago, that that wa# 
your little gh-l Tlta. whose face you mod¬ 
eled. Has she not changed, and docs 
she not look older? He took off his tat¬ 
tered hat and hls voice trembled as he 
answered: ’Tlta ce# dead, but I see zee 
face In zee clouds, signor, and no 
change ’ Paul seized upon that vary feel¬ 
ing of the heart to show the fact of the 
resurrection. And such heart argument 
In Paul’s day and also tn our own con¬ 
tinually leads men to know tThrDt snd 
the rower of Ills resurrection 
"This, my friends. D ’the heart’s 
Easter argument,' or looking upon the 
rMurrietton through the affections. We 
might have found It In Rcripture built 
upon the life of Ood. and certainly If it 
was not hullt upon Hts fife It would be 
baseless; we might have found It hullt 
upon the needs of our conscience; we 
might have found It based on the snalogy 
Of nature; w© might have found It a 
great fact of history; but with all these 
.. our how helpful It D to con¬ 

sider It In tha light of argument of the 
heart, built upon the affections ’If the 
highest life bt extinguished, what Is be¬ 
come of your dead. to which the soul 
responds. 'But now D Christ risen from 
the dead.’ and ’because He live# I shall 
live also.’ *

Rabbi Enalow. 

In commemoration of tha Feast of the 
Passover, an elaborate service was held 
at ll o’clock yesterday morning at the 
Temple Adath Israel, k large congrega¬ 
tion assemoieo ana a special musical pro¬ 
gramme was furnished. "From Servitude 
l ® Service" was the subject which Dr. H 
G. Lnelow, the rabb). discussed. He spoke 
In part as follows:

the deliverance of Israel from Egypt It

israsl, the world over, has commrmorst- 
thousand* of years, and there Is no 
likelihood of such celebration ceislng In 
the future. That deliverance is Inscribed 
m letters Indelllble on the pages of hls- 
fiut even more deeply and more In* 
effacghly in the heart of mankind. 

Students of antiquity may worry about 
the inadequacy of antiquarian records 
bearing on the exodus; that on the mon¬ 
uments of the Pharaohs they are unab.e 
to find inscription* worthy of the magni¬ 
tude and Importance attributed to tile de- 
llvcrenca In the writings of Israel.

And the reason why it Is imp >**ibl© for 
the I assover idea to lose its hold on the 
Attention of men. and for the exodus 
story to cease to appeal to our love and 
reverence. Is that they comprise those 
element* wlthcut which life cannot con¬ 
tinue, cut not grow In power and beauty, 
and without which civilization cannot 
thrive—God. liberty, service. 

"From Set \ltude to scrvlce-thls Is the 
leeMAet theme; from the* servitude of 
despotism, w'th Its materialism, its 
degradation. Us physical and moral de- 
bas'-inenl, to the service of God and man¬ 
kind as free men. Inspired by a high mo- 
tlvt ind Impelled by a noble purpose. 

"From servitude tn free servIce—Is not 
this the whole history of civilisation? 
Survlc* rather than servltud#—Is not this 
the fundamental principle of all progress? 
The individuals and the peoples that have 
really contributed to the world t progre ss 
are those who Lave served their fellow - 
men in one way or another; out servwd 
not as slaies, not under the compulsion 
of tyranny, not as minions of despotism, 
but os free agents, serving freely, will¬ 
ingly. generously, giving to mankind the 
best and the noblest whereof they were 
• apable Ruoh people and #uch individ¬ 
uals are deathless Through their service 
they live eternally In theynldst of man¬ 
kind; though they may nave died long 
ago, their spirit celebrates over and over 
again Joyous resurrection. 

"Base is servitude, but service Is the 
noblest of all things. It was Israel, who. 
In gaining freedom from Egyptian bond* 
age. gave the first and nobjest illustration 
of the vast gulf that He* between servi¬ 
tude and service. Egypt was servitude, 
th* post-Egyptian period of Israel’s his¬ 
tory has meant service. Israel ba* been 
God’s servant In the world. The Jews’ 
commission ta* been to carry the mesiage 
of Ood’s dom nlon from continent to conti¬ 
nent. 

"Who will say that this commission ha* 
been a fight burden? Who will my that It 
ha* been possible to carry on this purpoe© 
without great suffering and ngony? One 
need but read the history of Israel to find 
out that th* task of Israel ha* hem one 
long continuous rnartyrdjm. and one need 
but think of the woeful condition of the 
Jew' In many parts even to-day to realise 
that the martyrdom has not come to an 
end as yot. 

"In the churches of Chrrstendom to-dsy 
a festival Is observed In memory of the 
martyrdom of one of the sons of Isrn*'!; 
In Hts honor hymns are sung, in His 
memory sermons are preaohrd. to HI# 
glory millions of men hold a solemn and 
a Joyous holy day. But how many of 
these millions stop to think that thp read- 
Inesa of Jesus to die was but a t>pe of 
the martyrdom of Hi* people; of the mar¬ 
tyrdom of Israel, who * thousand lime* 
over in a thousand places has died to 
order to remain true to hi* God and his 
Ideal? 

'•Think of It? On the contrary. In many 
a benighted place and on many a cruel 
occasion the Easter day has been turned 
Into a day of renewed martyrdom for 
Drmel. and to this day' Easter never come* 
without the prospect of tribulation and 
persecution for the Jewish Inhabitants of 
some Christian lands. But. none the less, 
the Jew has not been frightened from hls 
poet of duly, and ht Is still engaged In 
the service which God called him out of 
the house of servitude to render mankind, 
and by that service, whatever be the op¬ 
position and emnity at present, he Is^ies- 
ttned to contribute toward the advance of 
civilization. 

"Civilization must come from service, 
not from servitude. It Is the free work¬ 
men who hav© the largest possible op¬ 
portunity for the growth of their soul 
and the growth of their faculties that 
can be of the greatest use to mankind 
The mors freedom a country has— true 
freedom, oconomlc. social nnd political— 
the richer must Its civilization be The 
larger lhe number of Its free individuals 
who enter upon the doing of their work, 
not as economic or political slaves, hut ss 
free. Joyous, well-equipped and enthusi¬ 
astic factors of service, the more abund¬ 
ant the results of their work must be and 
tho more certain Its prosperity. 

"There Is still much room for improv- 
ment In thl# respect even In the most ad¬ 
vanced countries. 'From servitude to free¬ 
dom. to free service,' still should !>e the 
governing principle of our civilisation 
Who will say that the Pharaohs are dea i 
and that Egypt belong* to ancient geog¬ 
raphy entirely? Not as long a* our mo I- 
ern Industrial civilization continues to be 
ruthless and mercenary, not as long as 
tha souls of human being* are accounted 
cheaper than dollar*, no! as long as tin* 
live* of men and women and even of chil¬ 
dren are crushed for the enrichment of a< 
few magnates, not a* long as poverty and 
ignorlnce and disease work frightful 
havoc among the people of our cities.”

petroleum fields, the production from new 
wells being greater than during any sim¬ 
ilar parted since October Completions 
for the month aggregated eighteen. In- 
cioding a “wildcat" strike ln Knox coun¬ 
ty. and the new production approximated 
215 barrels. Because of some advance 
work tarried out during the month sev¬ 
eral failures were listed, but on the whole 
the average per well reuclwl a good 
mark As uwuaJ, the cent or of activity 
during March was In Wayne county, 
which, with fc# six doflned pools, contrib¬ 
uted two-thirds of the aggregate produc¬ 
tion of the entire fiHd. Other active 
spot* during the month wore Wolfe ooun- 
tx» In upper Kentucky, and wildcat de¬ 
velopment* In Knox. Mrodo and Morgan, 
in widely-scattered areas. The estab¬ 
lished Golds of Hath. Rowan and Whitley 
failed to contribute to the month's pro¬ 
duction, the Industry commanding little 
interest In these Gelds Just now\

INCREASE IN NOT WORK. 


In the Siickford pool. Wayne county, a 
completion tbore showing up for eighty 
barrels dolly. With this exception nom- 
pietkm* were of the middle class, aver¬ 
aging from ten to twenty-five barrol* 
dally. Few walls of small or capuctty were 
drMlod during the month. The principal 
test work of the month, outside of some 
advance drilling In Wayne county, whs In 
Knox county. In Southeastern Kentucky, 
and tn Meade and Morgan counties. An 
excellent strike was made In the Knox 
county district, a showing for twenty 
barrels being obtained ln a test well. A 
strike waa also made ln Meade, of un¬ 
known rapacity.

Decline In Crude Gil. 

A feature of the month wo* a decline 
In the price of crude oil. 10 oerKs per bar¬ 
rel being token from the better grade and 
6 cents per barrel from the inferior grade, 
making the respective Quotation* now 90 
cents and RO cents per barrel. This was 
the first change ln eighteen months. 

The flrwt week of April found about 
forty rigs In commission In various dls T 
trices of tt>e Kentucky petroleum G«sW. 
with new rigs going up tn several sec¬ 
tions. Tho decline In oil quotations is 
having no retarding effect on Geld work, 
and the work of tasting new territory 
continues with no abatement. The max¬ 
imum capacity of wells Is brought, out 
during the summer season, and the bet¬ 
ter production and cheapness of drilling 
*ing the warm weather offset* to some 
extent the decline In prices. No wells 
have been cut off from pumping iilant# in 


during the winter month* In the greet 
Oklahoma Gelds. It ha* been clearly dem¬ 
onstrated during the past year that pos- 
•IMlttie* In the high-grade petroleum 
GSkU have not been exhausted and the 
market price of crude lit a sufficient In¬ 
centive for renewing the effort to find 
new production either In the drilling of 
purely wildcat well* or making effort* to 
extend old pools in all Geld* All through 
the year past the older Geld* received 
more or less attention where there wae 
room for additional well*. What new' ds- 
covcrle* were made operator* lost no time 
in debating whether or not to bring ac¬ 
tive operations. This 1* the condition of 
the older regions, not including the Geld* i 
In Illinois. Southwestern Indiana ami 
Kentucky, where much wildcat work 1* 
destined for the Immediate future. That 
there will bs a rush of tits drill Is onlv 
a question of time, a* the oil men rs- | 
turning east from thg Oklahoma Geld* 
have not a* yet had an opportunity to 
scout around much and look over the 
prospect*, but for quite a long period 
they have had leaa** scouta out looking 
over the territory In all the producing 
States east of the big river to learn the 
prospects of taking under lease larg* bod¬ 
ies of undeveloped lands adjacent to pro¬ 
ducing territory. They contend that this 
style of work will keep them bu*y and in 
touch with the great Industry until the 
rank laws of Oklahoma are somewhat 
threshed out and inodlGed. 

Southern and South w estern Ohio, as 
well a* Eastern and Western Kentucky 
will come In the coming oeaaon for a 
large amount of work, a* will Southwest¬ 
ern and Southern Indiana- Southw'estem 
conn- Ohio will be given a most thorough test 
according to the many new companies 
organised in that part of the State for 
that sole purpose. All they have to do Is 
to dispose of their stock for sufficient 
cash to drill a well which will be a good 
thing for the operators, os they will then 
save the expense of trying out the }*™- 
tory. but leave It in the hand* of the 
etock companies. w . 

In the high-grade Gelds during March 
there wore a total of 888 wells drilled, with 
519 dry holes and gas wells and a new 
production of 9.976 barrels, distributed by 
Gelds as follows:

New York, April 16.—Owlnc lo lnterven 
tlon of the Easter holidays the market 
ha* shown a quieter and somewhat Ir¬ 
regular tone. After a rise of 4 or 5 points 
more or lee* realising ot profit* waa in¬ 
evitable ln the absence, of any fresh 
stimulus to an advance. Easy money, 
however. Is still the dominating factor In 
the stock market. Owing to the general 
inactivity of business money Is vpty 
abundant, not only In New York, but at 
all financial centers at home and abroad. 
The *ui%ly of commercial paper is lim¬ 
ited, and borrowers can now roadlly find 
better terms In London than In New 
York. At home the ease ln money Is 
greatly aggravated by the mass of paper 
Injected Into our currency. On Aprir 1 
the amount of circulation In the United 
States u an $3,086,000,000, an Increase, com¬ 
pared with last year, amounting to more 
than $ 10 , 000 , 000 . of which IMdO.oOO was In 
bank notes, and thl* In spite of the pro¬ 
vision allowing the withdrawal of $9.000,0<tt 
annually* Meanwhile, the Treasury lost 
121 . 000,000 of gold during the same perl-vd. 
Such an abnormal amount of paper cur¬ 
rency at a time of business depression 
when money is not wanted is working out 
Its inevitably underslrahle results. There 
Is no use disguising the fact that we are 
dilftlng Into a period of Inflation, tnninlv 
due to the fact that our rigid bond- 
secured currency system falls to adapt 
Itself to the fluctuating requirements of 
business Were our currency based upon 
scientific principles It would now be con¬ 
tracting. Instead of expanding, and in¬ 
terest rates would be upon a more nat¬ 
ural basis. Very shortly we shall have 
another bond issue for the Fnnama Canal, 
and this may be depended upon to Still 
further increase our currency supply. 
With call money going begging at 1H per 
cent, to 2 per cent, and time money super¬ 
abundant dividend-paying stocks by con¬ 
trast ssturslly are made to appear cheap. 
ThU^atate of affairs may last for sohie 
time to come, yet that should not blind 
the eyes of the prudent to the fact that 
an advance on purely inflationary condi¬ 
tions cannot be continued indefinitely, and 
mtitot. unless checked, provoke unpleasant 
consequences in the Indefinite future. An¬ 
other feature in connection with the 
monetary situation Is that a redundancy 
of paper mofey always tends to drive 
out gold. We have already returned all 
of the previous metal brought in after 
the panic, snd unless we are favored 
a 1 th much larger crops n*xt autumn, and 
plenty for export, w# * may have to face 
another heavy efflux of gold to pay for 
Increasing Importations, unless we can 
settle our International trade balance by 
manufactured product* or securities.

The Crop Outlook. 

Our eroop outlook is becoming of In¬ 
creasing Importance. The condition or 
winter wheat Is anything but aat tsfactoGr. 
the oeweage being considerably smaller 
than a year ago and condition lower. 
While there ha* been some improvement 
In the latter rospect. the prospect* are 
that the winter crop will be the Jowoat 
Since 1904. some ♦wtlmates placing it a* 
r as 436.000.000 bushel* The effect of 
this Is nJrtadv seen tn the abnormally 
high prlcen for wheat, for the world’s 
crop of whqat is unquestionably short and 
has not kept pace with the growth In 
population, it is posaltde that a much 
greater area will be planted than usual 
in spring wheat, but a* winter wheat 
usually form* about two-thirds of the 
whole crop the significance of the present 


situation is easily understood. Moreover, 
high price* for wheat are not generally 
considered a sv>und bull argument on 
stuck* Indleatlon* point to a (.onslder- 
able Increase tn the acreage of corn, and 
os this ha* proved a very profitable nrop 
ut recent price* there Is more reaaon for 
hope/idne** regarding thia staple than In 
wheat. It 1* altogether too early, how¬ 
ever. to form any reliable opinions re¬ 
garding the crop*, although much de¬ 
pends upon a *atl*factory harvest. Crop 
failure* next fail would bo particularly 
unfortunate, coming at a time of business 
depression when the cost of food l* al¬ 
ready unreasonably high. Our farmers 
should he perstiaded to produce a* large 
crops as possible during the cording year 
In doing this they will net only benefit 
themselves, but U is In their power to do 
more than any other rlaas in the country 
toward lifting the Nation out of existing 
depression

IJttle 
proboblllty exists of any disturbing , re- 
ductlotis. and now that the Payne blit 
with all Its objectionable features has 
practically failed in the House the pros¬ 
pects sn* that a more workable measure 
will lx* introduced by Senator Aldrich. If 
revenue Is what the Government needs, 
the best thing to do would be to revive 
the stamp taxes, which can be made to 
produce a large revenue in the easiest, 
most effective and least objectionable 
way. Evidently the tariff will be revised 
by its friends, and there Is little reason 
to look for any radical or important 
change*. Thl* minimises the Importance 
of the tariff in the stock market, which 
will probably feel only indirectly the re¬ 
lief which must come to general busi¬ 
ness when the Issue Is settled. That 
event may be postponed until the end of 
May. or even laler. No one Can fore¬ 
tell. 

The Immediate outlook for the*market 
Is favorable; all known drawbacks have 
been amply discounted, and the abnormal 
supply of cheap money will render It 
easy for market manipulator* to create 
a more active ami stronger market It 
must be remembered also that Important 
new Issue* are pending, and that it Is to 
the advantage of the great banking In¬ 
ternets to have the market wear a buoy-' 
ant and more active appearance The 
situation, however, a* already shown, ha* 
its unsatisfactory elements, and while In¬ 
dulging In cheerful expectation* rogsrumg 
the future we can only advise the taking' 
of some profit# on the vigorously pro¬ 
nounced rallle#.

• THE GRAPEFRUIT. 


[Nashville American.J 
Many persons now enjoy grapefruit and 
appreciate its value a* a healthful fruit 
who a few•O’^wrs ago did not know of It* 
existence and whose knowledge of It now 
is limited. For these this Information Is 
not wholly without Interest: The grape¬ 
fruit. or shaddock, is a native of Chins 
and was first brought to the West Indies 
In ItlO by an Englishman. Capt. Shaddock, 
tor whom the fruit was named, the date 
of its first introduction Into this country 
has not been recorded, but it was regard- 
ed at first as of no value as a fruit, being 
regarded more as a curiosity and used a* 
an ornament. It ts of the orange family, 
but its bitter taste wa* objectionable; this 
has been modified by cultivation, so that 
it ha*, ln recent years, come Into general 
use as a valuable dessert fruit, especially 
for eating In the nmrnlng. It is now ex¬ 
tensively grown in Florida and California 
as well •» ln the West Indies and all 
tropical i^mtrtes, being somewhat mors 
tender th*n the orange It grows on a 
tree much larger than the orange, but In 
much the same manner as it* sister Irult; 
sometimes singly and at others two or 
three fruit* In a cluster The name grap<s 
frult was. however, not derived from that, 
but from th© fancied resemblance In 
flavor of the fruit to the grape. The fruit 
is also known as the pomelo, pumelo and 
pompelrao*.

A *n#ll Is a Twentieth century expreo* 
train in speed in comparison to the move¬ 
ment* of this dlsi. w'hlch follow# the 
journey of the planet Saturn which, as 
astronomers know. take* within *ix 
month* of a generation to turn around 
the *un. The Planetarium t* but a 
small part of the Astronomical. Art and 
World’s Clock, which la on exhibition at 
he Southern Electrical and* Industrial 
Exposition. R L. Oebbard. a Louisville 
clot kmaker. Is the owner of thla wonder¬ 
ful bit of mechanism, having collaborated 
with hi* father in the invention of It. 

The Planetarium follow* the movement 
of all the big planets of the world. On 
the same gear the dial representing 
Jupiter make# a revolution In eleven 
venr* and nine months. Mar* la a much 
more rapid moving body, for It completes 
It# revolution around the sun in GMfl 
days, the Earth In 355S4 day*. Venus In 
22fi day*, Mercury In 27 days, while the 
sun dial makes one revolution'in 25 days 
and 12 hour*. 

This strange bit of mechanism 1* 
operated by a master clock that run* al¬ 
most a score of the strangest 
clocks known One clock operat¬
